by a dog, but no sympatoms of rabies 
developed until a few. days ago. Zee- 
mertis and another boy named Joseph 
Oretto were bitten by a dog five weeks 
ago. When symptoms of rabies devel- 
oped Oretto was sent to the Pasteur 
institute, but Zeemertis refused to go 
to New York and died in great agony.

Young Vanderbilt. 


New York, Oct. 2:;.—Under the will 


of his father, Alfred Gwynnts Vander- 
bilt carne into possession of one-half 
of the residuary estate of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, estimated at $60,000,000. 
He will get the other $30,000,000 in 
1912, 
when he is 35 years o£ age. Cor- 


nelius Vauderbilt, Jr., Alfred's broth- 
er, displeased his father in marrying 
Miss Grace Wilson, and was practi- 
cally disinherited. The will provided 
that A. G. Vanderbilt should inherit 
all the residuary estate, to be held 
for him in trust until he became 30 
years old, v.-hen one-half of it should 
be paid him, and the other half when 
he became 35. He waa :;0 years old 
Tuesday.

Tribune against the former Board of Public Service was the charge that 
said Board had located the site for the pumping station of the munici- 
pal water works plant In a swamp. 
It was the chief issue, too, made

In its issue of Saturday, November 4, 1905, the American Tribune 


made a tremendous howl under a double 
column 
caption, entitled, 


"MORE 
ABOUT 
THE 
SWAMP" that the old Board Had purchased 


for a pumping station. 


Now, the present Board has bought a new site on which, the new 


pumping station is being erecled. 
But it turns out that there is more 


water to contend with at this new site than there was at the old site, 
and therefore it is more of a swamp than the old site was alleged to be. 


Furthermore, the present Board had to build 'a longer switch from 


the lailroad to the new site than was built by the old Board, and over 
a half mile more 16-inch pipe was required to reach the new site. 


Again, iu that same American-Tribune article, the insinuation is 


made that Mr. J. P. Lamb, one of the members at that time 
of 
the 


Board of Service, was an officer of the Tallmadge Realty company, and 
bought the water plant site from the company of which helvas a mem- 
ber. 
Now. from whom, and by whom, was the new eite purchased? 
Mr. W. C. Christian, the president of the Board of Public Service, 


is also one of the directors of the Newark Trust Company. 


The records show that the Newark Trust company transferred the 


new site to Attorney C. L. Flory and that JMr. Flory, transferred 
the 


same site to the city of Newark on the same day. That is, by the 
aid of an intermediator, Attorney Flory, Mr. W. C. Christian, as direc- 
tor of the Trust company, sold to Christian, member of the Board 
of 


Public Sen-ice, the present 'site. 


In fact, large expenditures were made on the site before the city 


had any title at all to the property. 


The question suggests itself, since the new site was purchased and

Economic Expert! will Discuss at Co- 


Itimbus Every Phase of the Taxa- 
tion Problem—Many Governors to 
Be There. 


A bulletin just issued by the Na- 


tional Tax association indicates that 
the "tax conference, to be convened in 
Columbus on November 12, will be 
the most notable and serviceable of 
its kind that has ever occurred 
in 


this country if not in the world. 


One purpose of this conference is 


to bring together for joint debate and 
action, representatives of universities 
and practical administrators of state 
and local tax laws. 


Another purpose is to collect in a 


volume of proceedings 
the 
best 


thought up to date, expressed by edu- 
cators and public administrators, on 
the subject of state and local taxation, 
for the use of members of state legis- 
latures, public officials whose duty it 
is to collect, disburse and account for 
money paid by the people for taxes 
and other public charges, for the use 
of writers and speakers interested in 
the subject—the educators 
of the 


people. 


Twenty-six papers are being prepared 


by university professors; 
16 papers 


are being prepared by taxation invest- 
igators and administrators. An effort 
is being made to secure the attend- 
ance of a representative from every 
university and principle college in the 
country, some 60 in number. Thirty- 
six governors nave appointed com- 
missioners to represent their states in 
this 
conference, in response to the 


invitation of Governor Andrew L,. Har- 
ris of Ohio. Every state in the Union 
will probably be so represented. The 
governors of seven states have given 
notice that they will attend the con- 
ference, 
A majority of the whole 


number have expressed an earnest de- 
sire to attend and will do so if they 
can arrange their engagements so as 
to make this possible. Every auditor 
or comptroller 
of state, and every 


member of a state tax commission or 
board of equalization has been invited. 
More than a -majority of the whole 
number have accepted the invitation.

Suspension of 
the 
Knickerbocker 


Trust Company and the Failure of 
Stock Exchange Firm For Six Mil- 
lions Features of an 'Eventful Day. 
The Outlook. 


New York, Oct. 23.—Secretary of 


the 
Treasury George B. Cortelyou, 


who arrived here from Washington to 
look into the local financial situation, 
held a number of conferences with 
prominent financiers and bankers. He 
issued the following: "I repeat what I 
stated before leaving Washington, if 
for no other reason than to emphasize 
the attitude of the treasury depart- 
ment. It will use its facilities to as- 
sist in every proper way legitimate 
business interests, and its action will 
be prompt and thorough. The national 
banks of New York city are in an ex- 
ceptionally strong condition. 
The 


general situation here seems to be 
well in hand and is being looked after 
by many strong and influential men, 
such as those whose recent action in 
the clearing house received emphatic 
public approval. The movement for 
similar concert of action among the 
trust companies should have a helpful 
and far-reaching effect." 


Tuesday was an eventful flay, and 


before confidence was restored New 
York's second largest financial insti- 
tution had emptied its cash vaults un- 
der pressure of the biggest run experi- 
enced here in a generation; a Stock 
Exchange firm had failed for $6,000, 
000; 
Wall street's principal securities 


had settled from ?5 to $8 a share; cal 
money had risen to 70 per cent, and 
local bankers, unable to stem the tide 
of distrust, had been forced to appea 
for relief to the secretary of the treas- 
ury at Washington. 


All this was in the face of reassur- 


ing statements by the acting state su 
perintendent of banking that the sus 
pected bank was solvent; declarations 
by prominent bankers that there was 
no true basis for alarm, and assur 
ances from Washington that Secse- 
tary Cortelyou would not hesitate to 
act promptly in any situation where 
legitimate business was threatened. 
Now that the first scare Is over and 
the worst of the future discounted, it 
is believed that local banking affairs 
will soon adjust themselves. 


The Knickerbocker Trust company 


the storm center, paid out cash to de- 
positors at the rate of 844,444 a min- 
ute for three hours, and then closed 
its doors'. The directors had, as they 
thought, fully prepared for a run, and 
caused to be announced that $8,000,- 
000 was on hand to meet all event- 
ualities. The $8,000,000 lasted until 
12.30, when Vice President Joseph T. 
Brown announced that the bank had 
no more cash available, and payments 
were suspended. 


Attorney General Jack'son, after a 


conference with the bank superinten 
dent, said he did not intend to make 
an application for receivership for the 
Knickerbocker Trust company today. 
As to what he might do later he de- 
clined to say, beyond making the dec- 
laration that he expected no criminal 
action. 


Bankers 
not directly associated 


with the Knickerbocker were quite as 
anxious that its integrity be main 
tained, and many conferences were 
held with a view to putting the Knick 
erbocker on its feet if this could be 
accomplished without weakening oth- 
er institutions. 
George W. Young of 


the Windsor Trust company expressed 
the sentiment of the bankers gener- 
ally when he said: '"It would be sui- 
cidal for the other trust companies 
not to desire to save the Knicker- 
bocker."
